Could Accomplish More than International Con- 


ference Claims Secretary in Disclosing-Plans

NEW HAVEN, Conn,—By the Associated Press.—A suggestion that an in- 


dependent commission of financial experts could'accomplish more than 


a general international conference toward solution of the European repara- 
tions tangle was put forward by Secretary Hughes here Friday night in 
the first public pronouncement on the economic crisis to come Irom re- 
sponsible officials o£ the administration at Washington. 


The secretary, who spoke before the American Historical association, 


added that "he had no. doubt" distinguished Americans would be willing 
to serve on such commission, which he said might well be kept free from 
any responsibility to foreign offices or any duty to obey political I Instruc- 
tions. 
Once advantage had been taken of the opportunities thus afforded, 


he said, "the avenues of American helpfulness can not fail to open hope- 
fully." 


Referring to suggestions that the United States assume the role'of 


arbiter in the reparations dispute. Mr. Hughes said, a sufficient answer to 
that was the fact "that we have not been asked." 
He went on to say that 


he did not believe this government should take such a burden of respon- 
sibility.

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Study vs. War 


HAT there will' be war between Turkey and 


* Great Britain seems not a remote possibility. 
They seem to be about as far apart on 
the 


question of the Mosul oil fields as it is possible 
to get, and there is no sign of compromise. 


Oil'. It is a magic word in this generation. 


Nations are ready to shed blood for it, and in- 
dividuals go crazy over it. It is a more valuable 
possession, apparently, than gold. 
Yet scien- 


tists say that within a comparatively 
short 


time, as history goes, it will be a curiosity, will 
practically have vanished. Gasoline engines 
and oil-burning ships are devouring it as fast 
as it can be pumped up, and when the supply- 
runs out it is not to be replenished except as 
new discoveries are made. 


There is a definite limit, so far unknown, 


to the amount of petroleum in the world. Na- 
ture has stopped the process by which it was 
made, and when the world supply has been 
used up there will be no more. That science, 
however, will find a substitute, seems a pro- 
phecy everywhere accepted. 
Alcohol or some 


other substance of simliar nature has experi- 
mentally been used in the place of petroleum 
products even now, and chemists and engineers 
seem confident that eventually they will manu- 
facture a substitute that will do better work, 
and that will have the enormous advantagfe of 
;in inexhaustible source, such as vegetation or 
industrial waste of some sort. 


So it seems almost absurd that 
nations 


should be on the verge of war over oil, a van- 
ishing, soon to be an obsolete commodity de- 
spite its present value. A fraction of the mon- 
I'.v that a war would cost, turned over to chem- 
ists, would, no doubt, so hasten the progress 
being made toward a synthetic fuel that the 
oil fields of Mosul would become matters of 
small importance. 
But probably that is too 


practical, too common-place a 
solution, 
for 


statesmen. They have the war habit, and they 
seem to hate to relinquish it despite the uni- 
versal lip-service paid to peace. 


Not Scared Out 


TT is an interesting speculation whether Mr. 


••• Harding's letter or Senator Johnson's speech 
had most to do with the withdrawal of Senator 
Borah's amendment proposing a world econo- 
mic conference summoned by 
the American 


government. 
Mr. 
Harding 
wrote 
Senator 


Lodge that he had negotiations under way with 
the powers for just such a gathering, and asked 
that the Borah proposal be withheld because it 
might prejudice these dealings, or tie his hands 
in the arrangements. 
Mr. Johnson 
fired 
a 


broadside at the scheme as an infringement of 
the American isolation principle which 
the 


"irreconcilables" claim to derive from Wash- 
ington and "the fathers" generally, ending, ap- 
parently, a co-operation which has been notable 
between the senators 
from 
California 
and 


.Idaho for many years. 


Perhaps the Johnson tirade ends also the 


personal friendship of the two men, for John- 
son did not spare his colleague the bitterest of 
invective. Mr. Borah was the "tool of interna- 
tional bankers," etc., etc., just as Mr. Wilson 
was when in Johnson's range during the treaty 
debate. Indeed, this would seem likely to make 
irreparable the breach between the two pro- 
gressive leaders. Borah might, perhaps, allow 
for a difference of opinion over politics and 
policy. 
But one may think he would fwid it 


hard to forgive Johnson for turning upon him 
the weapons of ridicule and epithet which they 
have jointly trained for years. 


One prefers, at least, to credit 
Senator 


Borah with a higher motive than fear in with- 
drawing hifi proposal for something so badly 
needed by the world as an economic conference 
of the powers. Having had the courage to make 
the proposal in the face of the certain opposi- 
tion of hi.s late allies, he would certainly not be 
lacking in the courage to stand by it under fire. 
On the whole, it seems credible that 
Senator 


Borah in fact withdrew his amendment in order 
not to embarrass the administration in its en- 
deavors to do the thing he proposed. Let those 
persons who see the necessity of the situation 
remember this in the event that the president's 
negotiations are successful. It is no easy thing 
to pass the leadership in a great matter to an- 


other. It is evidence of a sincerity that is too 
often omitted from the make-up of politicians.1 


If the economic conference can be arranged, 
and if it results, as one hopes, in some substan- 
tial improvement in the world, credit for un- 
selfish statesmanship will belong to Senator
